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REPORT,  1926. 


The  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Ripon  Dispensary 
and  Cottage  Hospital  present  to  the  Subscribers  and  Benefactors 
of  the  Institution  their  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for 
the  year  1926. 

The  number  of  In-patients  treated  during  the  year  was 
254.  This  is  the  highest  number  treated  in  any  year  (the  average 
for  the  3  previous  years  was  189).  but  it  will  probably  be  con¬ 
siderable  exceeded  in  1927  owing  to  the  greater  number  of  beds 
now  available. 

The  number  of  Out-patients  treated  was  no.  The  total 
number  of  operations  performed  was  227  ;  196  being  for  In¬ 
patients  and  31  for  Out-patients. 

The  New  Wards  are  proving  a  great  success,  the  greater 
amount  of  air.  light  and  sunshine,  their  comfortable  warmth 
from  the  excellent  heating  apparatus,  their  cheerful  appearance 
and  pleasant  out-look  combine  to  make  them  a  great  improve¬ 
ment  011  the  old  wards. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report,  new  plans  had  been 
prepared  for  the  erection  of  3  Wards  for  Men,  Women  and 
Children,  connected  with  the  old  building  by  a  corridor  ;  that  a 
contract  with  a  builder  had  been  entered  into,  and  the  work 
commenced.  The  Committee  are  glad  to  report  that  by  great 
exertions,  the  works  were  completed  by  the  end  of  July,  and  the 
surrounding  garden  put  into  sufficient  order  to  enable  this  new 
building  to  be  formally  opened  and  dedicated  on  Friday,  6tli  of 
August  last. 

H.R.H.  the  Princess  Mary  Viscountess  Lascelles 
graciously  consented  to  perform  the  Opening  Ceremony.  The 
Princess,  attended  by  the  Hon.  Sybil  K.  Slaney  was  received  at 
the  main  entrance  by  the  President,  Mr.  Clare  G.  Vyner,  and 
Tady  Doris  Vyner,  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Ripon,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  the  Honorary  Secretary,  the  Hon.  Physician  and 
Senior  Surgeon. 

^  The  President  presented  the  various  officials  to  H.R.H. ; 
the  Trustees,  the  Committee,  the  Medical  Officers,  the  Matron 
(Miss  Heslop)  and  her  Staff.  The  Mayor  and  Mayoress  of 
Ripon,  the  architect,  Mr.  Bland,  and  Mr.  Coldbeck,  builder,  and 
others  were  also  present. 

Conducted  by  the  President  and  attended  by  the  Re¬ 
ception  Party,  H.R.H.  proceeded  to  a  Dais  erected  in  front 
of  the  Children’s  Ward,  and  in  the  presence  of  a  large 
assembly  of  Subscribers  and  of  the  Public,  who  occupied  a 
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specially  prepared  area  in  the  garden,  the  President  in  an 
Introductory  Speech  requested  the  Princess  to  open  the  new 
Wards,  and  a  gold  key  wa£  handed  to  H.R.H.  by  the  President. 
A  Bouquet  having  been  presented  by  Miss  Jean  Steven, 
and  a  cheque  for  the  X  Ray  Fund  by  Miss  Joan  Green¬ 
wood,  and  Blankets  by  Miss  Mary  Nicholson,  the  ceremony 
proceeded.  The  Bishop  of  Ripon  offered  a  Dedicatory  Prayer, 
and  H.R.H.  then  made  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the  new  Wards 
and  also  went  into  the  old  building  and  visited  the  Patients  in 
those  Wards. 

On  return  to  the  Dais  a  vote  of  thanks  to  H.R.H. 
was  proposed  by  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Wade,  who  made  a  Statement 
as  to  the  position  of  the  Hospital  ;  this  was  seconded  by  Eieut. - 
Col  Husband  and  carried  by  acclamation.  H.R.H.  then  left  by 
the  Spa  Gardens,  where  other  ceremonies  took  place. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  a  Guard  of  Honour  of  Girl 
Guides  was  in  attendance  at  the  Entrance  to  receive  H.R.H. 
as  well  as  Boy  Scouts,  and  members  of  the  V.A.D.  and  others. 

A  preliminary  Statement  of  Account  as  to  the  position  of 
the  Appeal  for  the  Building  Fund  has  been  prepared  by  the 
Hon.  Sec.  of  the  Building  Committee,  Mr.  C.  B.  Hutchinson,  and 
issued,  but  a  fuller  Statement  will  be  made  when  the  accounts 
are  complete.  The  appeal  for  this  Fund  has  been  most  generous¬ 
ly  responded  to. 

The  new  buildings  were  first  occupied  on  New  Year’s 
Day ;  it  being  considered  desirable  to  have  them  thoroughly 
warmed  and  dried  before  use.  So  far  they  have  been  found  a 
great  success. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  this  Building  Extension 
had  its  origin  as  a  memorial  to  King  Edward  VII  at  a  Public 
Meeting  called  by  the  Mayor  at  the  Town  Hall,  on  23rd  March, 
1911,  when  a  large  sum  was  raised  and  is  now  being  used.  A 
commencement  was  made  some  time  after,  when  the  Domestic 
Wing  was  built  at  a  cost  of  ^1678,  raised  from  a  separate  Fund 
from  that  of  the  King  Edward  Memorial,  as  appears  in  the  Report 
of  1915.  The  War  intervened,  and  the  building  of  the  Wards 
was  delayed. 

It  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  In-patients,  and  as  their  average  stay  in  Hospital 
is  probably  about  16  days,  at  a  cost  of  8  guineas  for  each  Patient, 
the  Financial  Question  must  be  seriously  considered  by  the 
Public.  The  additional  cost  of  upkeep  has  been  estimated  at 
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between  £500  and  ^600  per  annum.  In  order  to  help  to  meet 
this  extra  cost,  it  is  proposed  to  commence  an  extension  of  the 
present  Contributory  Scheme,  the  provisions  for  which  will  be 
brought  before  the  Governors  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

There  is  no  intention  to  interfere  with  the  free  ad¬ 
mission  of  the  necessitous  poor ;  they  have  always  had  and 
must  have  the  first  claim  on  the  resources  of  the  Hospital.  No 
payment  will  be  asked  from  them  other  than  an  in-patients  ticket. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  will  only  apply  to  those  whose 
weekly  wages  do  nt  exceed  £5  or  an  income  of  ^*250  a  year. 
Under  it,  anyone  whose  income  is  thus  limited,  011  payment 
of  2d.  in  advance  per  week,  can  obtain  free  Hospital  treatment 
for  the  contributor,  his  wife,  children  up  to  16  years  of  age,  and 
dependents  living  with  him,  at  any  time,  provided  the  case  is 
thought  suitable  by  the  medical  staff,  and  there  is  accommoda¬ 
tion.  Other  patients,  except  accidents  or  emergency  cases,  will 
only  be  admitted  011  a  Governor’s  (i.e.  Annual  Subscriber’s) 
Ticket,  or  011  a  special  contribution  ticket  which  has  been 
obtained.  These  tickets  are  only  available  for  14  days,  and 
anyone  coming  in  011  an  Annual  Subscribers  Ticket,  if  able  to, 
will  be  expected  to  make  some  further  contribution  of  from 
10/-  to  30/-  per  week  according  to  their  means. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  will  enable  a  larger  number  of 
people  to  provide  Hospital  treatment  for  themselves  and  their 
dependents.  It  is  really  in  the  nature  of  an  Insurance  for  work¬ 
men  and  others  of  limited  means,  and  is  available  under  the 
conditions  stated,  whether  or  not  the  contributor  is  a  member  of 
any  Society.  It  is  hoped  that  by  extending  the  facilities  to  the 
District  round  Ripon,  large  numbers  will  join  the  Scheme. 
A  reservation  is  made  that  if  the  Scheme  (which  is  a  very  gener¬ 
ous  one  to  the  contributor)  is  not  found  to  be  a  financial  success, 
it  is  subject  to  reconsideration  and  revision,  on  3  month’s  notice 
at  anytime  by  the  Hospital  Committee. 

The  Committee  thank  all  Subscribers,  Members  of  the 
Uinen  Guild,  and  other  Helpers,  especially  those,  who,  by  their 
generous  donations,  have  enabled  the  new  Wards  to  be  completed. 

Miss  Heslop,  as  Matron,  has  been  indefatigable  in  her 
work,  as  has  also  the  Staff  Nurse,  Miss  Raw,  and  the  3  Probation¬ 
ers.  An  additional  Nurse  has  been  engaged  as  Night  Nurse, 
and  has  already  commenced  her  duties.  Miss  Beilby  has  been 
appointed  Honorary  Masseuse.  Especial  thanks  are  due  to  the 
Medical  Staff  for  their  able  and  unwearying  attention,  and  the 
Committee  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  rendered  on 
many  occasions  by  Mr.  Frankling,  Hon.  Consulting  Surgeon  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.

PAYING  IN-PATIENTS. 

People  of  moderate  means,  or  gentlemen’s  servants, 
may  be  admitted  into  the  ordinary  wards  on  payment 
of  =£1  10s.  per  week,  such  payment  not  to  include  extra 
nursing. 

PRIVATE  PATIENTS. 

People  of  independent  means  may  be  admitted  into 
a  private  ward  on  payment  of  from  £5  5s.  to  £7  7s., 
per  week,  such  payment  not  to  include  wine  or  extra 
nurses  and  their  Board. 

All  paying  In-patients  are  responsible  for  the  Fees 
of  their  own  Medical  Men. 

No  In-patient  can  be  admitted  except  on  the  approval 
of  the  Medical  Officers,  and  in  the  case  of  Paying 
In-patients,  only  provided  that  they  do  not  interfere  with 
the  charitable  purposes  of  the  Hospital,
